Volunteer Services 
As Teachers' Aids

Thirty Mexican-American children of pre-school 
age are enrolled in two classes being conducted at 
Ihe Head Start Child Development Center at St. 
Joseph's Mission, 2314 Del Amo Blvd., Torrance.

The program is operated by the Council of 
Mexican-American Affairs, under the supervision 
of Leonard Pacheco. project director. It is sup­ 
ported through a grant issued under the Anti- 
Poverty Act.

The first class in Torrance opened in Feb­ 
ruary of thus year, with a second added two months 
later to accomodate all children in the area, who 
were eligible.

Personnel staffing the classes include Mrs. 
JoAnn Scrivner and Mrs. Jean McDowell, head 
teacher, and Mrs. Helen Greendale and Miss Ruby 
Bustamante, assistant teachers.

The Head Start staff members are assisted in 
the classroom by parents of the children and com­ 
munity volunteers.

Designed especially for children of disadvan- 
taged backgrounds, the Head Start program helps 
the child to develop a good self image, which is a 
necessary attribute to success when he enters school 
and in later life.

Since most of the children involved in the Tor­ 
rance Head Start program are bi-lingual, the lang­ 
uage development aspect of the curriculum is es­ 
pecially important.

The CMAA implements the class enrichment 
program by providing monthly field trips on char­ 
tered buses. With the assistance of parents, the 
classes take supplemental field trips to places of 
interest in the community, such as libraries, the fire 
station and the police station. Since a child's suc­ 
cess in school depends not only upon his mental 
and social attitudes, but his physical health as well, 
Head Start provides complete physical and dental 
examinations, dental work and immunizations. The 
service of a speech therapist and psychologist are 
also available to selected children.

A morning snack and a hot meal at lunch time 
is served to the children every day as a part of 
the nutrition program.

Classes are held each week day, from D a.m. 
to 12 p.m.

Members of the Torrance Junior Woman's Club 
have volunteered to staff project Head Start three 
days per week. The volunteers will act as teachers 
aids assisting with the games, creative play, story 
time, outdoor play and craft projects.

'n addition, (he Juniors have planned a variety 
of programs for the children. The first one will IIP 
on fire prevention, with others to follow on Safely. 
Health and Americanism. Forty hand-made puppets 
and a five foot puppet theatie will be donated to 
Head Start and an original puppet show create;)
